SUBJECT: JUNE 12 EA PRESS SUMMARY 
INDOCHINA 

1. KENNEDY, CRANSTON AND SYMINGTON AMENDMENT TO 
MIL PROCUREMENT BILL TO REDUCE CEILING FROM 900 MILLION 
TO 750 MILLION ON MIL AID TO SVN REJECTED BY ONE 
VOTE (EINNEY, NYT;AP, NYPOST6/1I); HUGHES VOTE AGAINST 
CUT MAKES THE DIFFERENCE. SAYS THAT AFTER COMMITTEE 
CUT ADMIN REQUEST EOR 1.6 BILLION TO 900 MILLION, SVN 
WOULD GET SLIGHTLY LESS THAN CURRENT REPLACEMENT RATE 
AND THAT COULD FORCE GREATER STRINGENCY. KENNEDY ARGUED 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THAT SVN HAS BEEN SUCCESSFUL MILITARILY SINCE C-F AND 
NOW CONTROLS MORE AREA AND PEOPLE THAN BEEORE, AND THAT 
CONGRESS COULD ALWAYS VOTE MORE FUNDS TO MEET THE NEED 
IF HANOI SHOULD START A NEW OFFENSIVE (UPI, CHITRIB). 
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WSJ SEES ADMIN'S EAILURE TO WIN INCREASE IN MIL AID 
FOR SVN AS SOLE MAJOR SETBACK IN MIL ARMS BILL, NOTES 
SENATE-HOUSE CONFEREES MUST SETTLE FINAL FIGURE SINCE 
HOUSE VOTED LI BIT LION. 

VOLZ (NYDN, PHINQ) REPORTS THAT ARMS BILL SUBSEQUENTLY 
PASSED SENATE BY 84-6, AND THAT HUGHES, NORMALLY AN 
ADVOCATE OF PENTAGON COST-CUTTING, "BALKS TEDDY" 

IN CLOSE VOTE ON FURTHER REDUCTION IN SVN MIL AID. 

CORDDRY (SUN) ALSO ATTRIBUTES KENNEDY DEFEAT TO 
"STAUNCH VIETNAM WAR FOE" HUGHES WHOSE GROUNDS WERE 
THAT SASC HAD THOROUGHLY CONSIDERED THE ISSUE AND 
ALREADY MADE DEEP CUTS IN THE ADMIN REQUEST. BELIEVES 
OUTLOOK IS FOR COMPROMISE WITH HOUSE AT ABOUT ONE 
BILLION. POINTS OUT THAT ADVOCATES OF OVERSEAS TROOP 
REDUCTION LOST IN BOTH HOUSE AND SENATE BUT GUESSES 
THAT FURTHER EFFORTS LIKELY TO BE MADE IN OTHER PENDING 
DEFENSE MEASURES. RICH (WP) QUOTES KENNEDY, ARGUING 
FOR SUBSTANTIALLY LOWER SVN MIL AID CEILING, THAT 
US BECOMING ENDLESSLY LOCKED INTO SUPPLY AND RESUPPLY 
OPERATION, FUELING CONTINUATION OF THE WAR. NOTES 
THAT AMONG OTHER AMENDMENTS TO BILL, ONE BLOCKS USE 
OF SPECIAL PENTAGON STOCKPILE TO SUPPLY SVN UNLESS 
CONGRESS APPROVES. 

2. IN FIRST CONGRESSIONAL TESTIMONY AS AID ADMINISTRATOR, 
PARKER TELLS HFAC THAT CHALLENGE TO WORLD PEACE IS 
"IMMEDIATE, DIRECT AND URGENT" IN ME AND INDOCHINA. 

ASKS CONGRESS FOR 950 MILLION IN INDOCHINA AID, INCLUDING 
750 MILLION FOR SVN, 1 10 MILLION FOR CAMBODIA AND 55.2 
MILLION FOR LAOS. DOES NOT GIVE SPECIFICS BUT NOTES 

THAT REQUEST IS SIGNIFICANT INCREASE OVER CURRENT PROGRAM 
BECAUSE BELIEVES THAT OPPORTUNITIES NOW EXIST FOR 
"MAJOR PRODUCTIVITY IMPROVEMENTS" IN SVN (UPI, CHITRIB). 

3. WP'S CANNON REPORTS THAT EMOTIONAL COMPARISONS WERE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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MADE ON RELATIVE BARBARISM OF SAIGON PRISONS AND N 
VIET TREATMENT OF POWS DURING A CAPITOL HILL MEETING 
SPONSORED BY AMERICAN CONSERVATIVE UNION, YOUNG 
AMERICANS FOR FREEDOM AND YOUNG REPUBLICANS. PURPOSE 
OF MEETING WAS TO RALLY SUPPORT FOR CONTINUING ECON 
AND MIL AID TO SVN, AND TO DEMONSTRATE THAT REQUESTED 
1 .6 BILLION DOL AID FIGURE WAS NEEDED BECAUSE OF NVN 
VIOLATION OF C-F AGREEMENTS. CITES ED FEULER, EXEC 
DIRECTOR FOR GROUP OF CONGRESSIONAL CONSERVATIVES WHO 
RECENTLY VISITED VN, THAT PHOTOS SHOW NVN SENDING SO 
MANY ILLEGAL SUPPLY TRUCKS DOWN HO TRAIL "IT LOOKS LIKE 
SHIRLEY HIGHWAY" IN RUSH HOUR. BUT MEETING KEPT 
RETURNING TO PRISONER ISSUE. DOS' SIEVERTS WAS PRESENT 
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TO DEFEND CONDUCT OF GVN. A VIET WOMAN AND FRENCH 
CITIZEN, FORMER PRISONER OF GVN, DEBRIS ALSO PRESENT 
TO DENOUNCE GVN TREATMENT OF POLITICAL PRISONERS. 

CANNON REPORTS THAT VIET AID OPPONENTS WERE OUT IN FORCE 
BECAUSE INVITATIONS WERE SENT TO LIBERAL CONGRESSMEN 
WHOM THEY KNEW OPPOSED CONTINUED AID. SAID ACU'S 
JAMES ROBERTS, "WE WANTED THIS TO BE AN OPEN SESSION 
IN CONTRAST TO A CLOSED MEETING THAT JANE FONDA AND 
TOM HAYDEN HELD WITH CONGRESSMEN OPPOSED TO AID. WE 
DIDN'T WANT IT TO BE A PEP RALLY." 

4. GVN AND VC RESUME JMC MEETINGS, NO PROGRESS REPORTED 
(WP). COMMUNIST SPOKESMAN SAYS WILL NOT DISCUSS 
SUBSTANTIVE MATTERS AT JMC UNTIL GUARANTEED THAT 
PRIVILEGES AND IMMUNITIES WOULD BE SAFEGUARDED (AP, 
NYPOST 6/1 1). SVN REPRESENTATIVE AT JMC MEETING 
APPARENTLY ADOPTS CONCILIATORY STANCE, ACCEPTS VC 
SUGGESTION OF FRIDAY MEETING TO DISCUSS PRIVILEGES 

AND IMMUNITIES OF COMMUNIST DELEGATION (NYT). 

5. SVN AND NVN INFANTRY AND TANKS BATTLE THROUGHOUT DAY 
IN AREA 25 MILES NORTH OF SAIGON. SVN COMMAND SAYS 
COMMUNIST FORCES BOMBARD FOUR GVN OUTPOSTS NEAR KHMER 
BORDER, ASSAULT THREE (WP). 

6. UPI SAIGON REPORTS ON GOOD LIFE FOR AMERICANS WHO 
CAN "LIVE LIKE KINGS FOR ONLY A FEW DOLLARS A DAY" 

SINCE US TAXPAYER PICKS UP MOST OF THE REST OF THE 
TAB. AMERICANS "PAY NO TAXES TO ANY GOVERNMENT OR 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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THEY RECEIVE A SPECIAL ALLOWANCE ON TOP OF THEIR 
SALARIES WITH WHICH TO PAY TAXES", WITH GOOD LIVING 
AT COST BOTH OF POORER COUSINS AT HOME AND THE VIETS 
AROUND THEM. THEY CAN LIVE IN "LITTLE AMERICA", 

BUY CHEAP LUXURY GOODS AND IMPORTED FOOD AND, EXCEPT 
FOR SERVANTS AND A FEW GVN OFFICIALS, NEVER SPEAK 
TO A VIET AND SEE THEM ONLY THROUGH TINTED WINDOWS 
OFCHAUFFER-DRIVEN, AIR-CONDITIONED CARS AND BUSES. 

MOST OF 6500 AMERICANS IN VN,INCLUDING PRESS CORPS, 

LIVE BETTER THAN AT HOME, THOUGH SUBSIDIZED LIFE 
DOES NOT INCLUDE "HANDFUL" OF US BUSINESSMEN RUNNING 
COMPANIES TIED DIRECTLY TO VN ECONOMY. OTHER PRIVILEGES 
INCLUDE SUBSIDIZED, DUTY-FREE POSTAL SERVICE, EXCLUSIVE 
SWIMMING POOLS, US RADIO STATION, FREE GASOLINE, 

RESTRICTED NIGHTCLUBS (S-N 6/1 1). 

7. INCREASED CRITICISM OF GKR FOR INFLATION AND CORRUPTION 
CULMINATES IN SHAKEUP WITH LONG BORET REMAINING IN 
SADDLE (UPI, CHITRIB). SHIPPER (NYT) IN PP QUOTES 

LONG BORET IN INTERVIEW THAT HE WAS ASKED BY LON NOL 
TO REMAIN IN OFFICE DESPITE DROPOUT OF SIX MINISTERS. 

SAYS FOREIGN DIPLOMATS AND NUMBER OF GKR OFFICIALS EXPECT 
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"MUSICAL CHAIRS" IN CABINET BUT NO REAL CHANGE IN POLICIES 
OR LEVEL OF COMPETENCE. SHIPPER SAYS THIS WOULD 
DISAPPOINT LON NOL'S OPPONENTS BUT "APPARENTLY REASSURE"

STRIKE AND STUDENT PROTEST THAT RESULTED IN DEATH OF 

TWO OFFICIALS, BUT SEES CABINET RESIGNATIONS AS UNRELATED 
SINCE SUBMITTED PRIOR TO KILLINGS. CABINET'S FOUR 
REPUBLICAN MEMBERS SAY THEY QUIT BECAUSE OF ASSEMBLY'S 
INSISTENCE THAT THEY APPEAR BEFORE LEGISLATORS FOR 
QUESTIONING; REPUBLICANS DO NOT RECOGNIZE LEGISLATURE 
THAT THEY CLAIM WAS FRAUDULENTLY ELECTED. REASONS 
FOR LATER RESIGNATION OE TWO INDEPENDENT CABINET 
MEMBERS UNCLEAR. LONG BORET SAYS SOME SHIFTS PROBABLY 
WILL BE MADE BY WEEKEND. SHIPPER COMMENTS THAT BORET 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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RELAXED, CONFIDENT AND HOPEFUL THAT COALITION COULD 
BE MAINTAINED AND PERHAPS BROADENED BY BRINGING IN 
DEMOCRATIC PARTY, WHICH MAKES NO SECRET OF DISLIKE 
FOR LON NOL. QUOTES DP HEAD CHAU SAU IN EARLIER INTERVIEW 
THAT GKR "INCAPABLE OF MAKING WAR AND INCAPABLE OF 
MAKING PEACE." CITES REPUBLICANS SIRIK MATAK AND 
RECENTLY-RESIGNED PUBLIC WORKS MINISTER AS BEING LESS 
OPENLY CRITICAL OF NON NOL, WITH LATTER SAYING THAT 
HE STILL CONSIDERS HIMSELF "ON THE SAME TEAM" AS 
MARSHAL. 

8. FIELD REPORTS SAY KHMER COMMUNIST TROOPS REPEL GKR DRIVE 
TO REOPEN "RICE ROAD ". MIL SOURCES REPORT 15-SHIP MEKONG 
CONVOY RUNS GAUNTLET 45 MILES SOUTH OF PP, WITH ONE 
TANKER SET AFIRE AND SLIGHTLY DAMAGED (UPI, CHITRIB).

9. AP TOKYO CITES JAPANESE DISPATCH FROM PEKING REPORTING 
THAT PRC HAS BEGUN NEGOTIATIONS TO ESTABLISH DIPLOMATIC 
RELATIONS WITH PHILIPPINES, THAILAND, SINGAPORE AND 
INDONESIA. ASAHI REPORTS NEGOTIATIONS HAVE BEEN 
CONDUCTED AT UN, AND THAT PEKING IS SEEKING FORMAL 

TIES WITH ASEAN ON BASIS OF "MALAYSIA-TYPE" FORMULA

BY PEKING AND HANOI.AS NOT BEING "BIG ENOUGH OR STRONG 
ENOUGH TO WIN, BUT...CERTAINLY NOT WEAK ENOUGH TO LOSE." 
ACCORDING MCARTHUR, THIS BALANCE HAS BEEN ACCEPTED AS

PRC TO KHIEU SAMPHAN, HANOI HAS SEVERAL THOUSAND ADVISERS 
IN UPPER LEVELS OF KR AND EFFECTIVELY INFLUENCES ITS MIL 
HQS. MOREOVER, THE 5,000 ETHNIC KHMER CADRES WHO MAKE 
UP BACKBONE OF KR WERE VIRTUALLY ALL HANOI-TRAINED. 

THERE HAVE BEEN AUTHORIZED CONTACTS BETWEEN LON NOL'S 
PEOPLE AND RANKING KR REPS IN LAOS AND BANGKOK AS 
WELL AS WITHIN CAMBODIA. QUOTES KNOWLEDGEABLE SOURCES 
THAT MEMBERS OF PP'S CHINESE COMMUNITY - OVERWHELMINGLY 
PRO-PEKING - HAVE TRAVELED BACK TO PEKING ON MISSIONS 
KNOWN TO GKR. SOME SOURCES FEEL THIS WILL PRODUCE 
NEGOTIATIONS BY END 1974; US EMBASSY OPENLY HOPES SO. 
EMBASSY WOULD THEN, IN ALL LIKELIHOOD, FACE PROSPECT 
OF DUMPING LON NOL. MEANWHILE, AMBASSADOR DEAN IS 
COMMITTED TO PROPPING UP THE REGIME - BOTH IN PREPARATION 
FOR NEGOTIATIONS AND TO KEEP NON-COMMUNIST CAMBODIA

26. DETROIT NEWS' TER HORST (JUNE 2) SEES PRES' TRIP TO 
MOSCOW - SECOND SINCE HE WAS IN PEKING - DISCONCERTING 
MAO REGIME AS WELL AS WESTERN AND ASIAN DIPLOMATS 
INTERESTED IN PROMISED IMPROVEMENT IN SINO-US RELATIONS. 
ALWAYS SUSPICIOUS OF SUPERPOWER DEAL AT PRC EXPENSE, 

SAYS TER HORST, PEKING APPARENTLY HAS BEEN GOING THROUGH

ABOUT ALL HAK HAS DONE TO HELP CHOU WITHSTAND HIS 
CRITICS IS TO SET IN MOTION LIMITED US PLANE AND TROOP 
WITHDRAWALS PROM TAIWAN. 

KREMLIN LEADERS HAVE MADE NO SECRET OP THEIR WORRIES 
ABOUT PEKING- WASHINGTON ACCORD AND WOULD LIKE TO 
DISRUPT IT. BUT US OFEICIALS INSIST THAT PRES' TRIP
